Ch ic a g o , S ep t 28.—Jew s w ere b ru ­ 
tally attacked a t the m eeting of the 
Fire U nderw riters’ association of the 
n o rth w est a t the Grand Pacific hotel 
yesterday. 
The Attack did not go u n ' 
answ ered. 
A dozen men tried to get 
th e floor a t once to repel the charges 
contained in the paper th a t caused 
all 
the 
trouble. 
The 
convention 
showed th a t it was n ot in sym pathy 
w ith the attack, 
and the H ebrew 
race 
had 
no lack of cham pions 
on the floor. 
The paper th a t caused 
the uproar w as entitled “The Jew in 
Fire Insurance,” and was read by C. 
CL 
Hine, editor of the New York In­ 
surance M onitor. 
Mr. Hine did n o t 
m ince m atters, b u t plainly charged 
th a t property owned by Jew s was gen­ 
erally a bad risk. 
In effect he said 
th a t as a race they were given to arson 
and aim ed to m ake m oney out of fire 
insurance companies. 
This was ju st 
as vigorously denied by speakers who 
followed him, and the action of the 
delegates th ro u g h o u t the whole affair 
showed th a t they w ere not in sym­ 
pathy w ith Mr. Hines or his b ru tal 
and unjustifiable insinuations. 
Mr. Hines prefaced his m ost sensa­ 
tio n al statem ents w ith the follow ing: 
One 
needs only to 
glance dow n 
the colum ns 
of 
a city directory 
to see th a t th e average Jew is a 
m erchant or trader, 
or 
connected 
m ore or less directly w ith the m ercan­ 
tile w orld or some of the lig h ter trades 
contributory th ereto —tailoring, fu r­ 
nishing, cloakm aking, neckties, etc. 
He is less a builder, a m anufacturer, 
a m achinist th a n the average A m eri­ 
can. 
He is not as generally engaged 
in th e m ore hazardous lines of work 
as is his A m erican neighbor; and it 
is only a fair deduction from the 
facts, 
w hich any 
one can 
verify, 
th a t his average line 
of business 
has less to do w ith com bustibles th an 
has th e business of th e average A m er­ 
ican. 
On this basis his fires ought to 
be less freq u en t th a n the other, but 
they are, on the contrary, twice as 
frequent! 
He then took up the question of 
statistics and attem pted to pfove by 
them th a t he was rig h t in the asser­ 
tion. 
He selected 
H ebrew nam es 
from fire reports and w ent deeply in­ 
to th e m a tter of th eir proportion as 
com pared w ith those of other nation­ 
alities.

CITIES. 


The wo«*d Minneapolis is a com* 
pound of an Indian word meaning cur­ 
ling w ater and a Greek word meaning 
city. 
Pittsburg was 
originally 
called 
F ort Du Quesne, then became Fort 
P itt, in honor of the great British 
premier. 
Chicago was named from the Chica­ 
go river, which in turn took its name 
from an Indian word meaning place 
of the wild leek or polecat plant. 
St. Louis was named from Louis 
IX., of France. 
The name was orig­ 
inally given to his depot and trading 
station by Pierre Laclede Liguest. 
Detroit took its name from the river, 
which was called by the French De 
Troit, the narrows. 
The settlem ent 
was originally called Fort Pontchar- 
train. 
Albany is named from the second ti­ 
tle of the duke of York, afterw ard 
Jam es II. 
The title is Scottish, from 
the Celtic word Albyn, a native name 
for Scotland. 
New York was named from the first 
title of the duke of *York, afterw ard 
Jam es II,, who took the city from the 
Dutch in 1664. The Dutch called it 
New Amsterdam. 
Boston was originally named Tre­ 
mont, or Triraountain, from being 
built on three hills—Beacon, Kopp 
•and Fort hills. 
In 1630 the court of 
Charleston ordered the name changed 
to Boston. 
Cincinnati was originally called Lo­ 
santville. 
The present name was 
given by General St. Clair as a re- 
minder^of the Cincinnati society, an 
association of the officers of the revo­ 
lu tio n s ^ war. 
General Francis Nash of the revolu­ 
tionary army gave a name to Nash­ 
ville, Tenru It was first called Nash- 
borough, which was objected to on 
account of being hard to spell. Nash- 
ton was 
suggested, but Nashville 
finally accepted in 1784. 
• Baton Rouge, La., was named from 
the fact th at for many years after the 
town was established a gigantic cy­ 
press, the bark of which was red, 
gTew on the site.
